warned Nixon of a ‘cancer on 
the presidency.”

W hen I was a boy, I could look across the 
Franklin County hills from our home and see 
the belfry of the St. Anne’s Catholic Church at 
Hamburg. We seldom went to that village, 
because those were the days of dirt roads and 
the horse and buggy; and the dirt roads were 
very narrow, poorly kept, and many times 
impassable. 
A couple of weeks ago we journeyed to that 
tornado devastated hamlet, and the destruc­ 
tion — like so many places in Hoosierland— 
was incredible. 
Hamburg is a very small village, and most 
of the people who live in that part of Franklin 
County are of German ancestry. It was the 
site of a church, rectory, community 
building, a repair shop, and several resi­ 
dences. Most of the homes in the hamlet 
were wiped out, and the church and rectory, 
both solidly built of brick, were left a pile of 
unbelievable rubble. Huge towers supporting 
the Indiana-Miehigan power lines at the south 
edge of the village were toppled. 
At first, the roads were sealed off to keep 
out the sightseers. However, they are now 
open, and visitors are welcome.. .and a 
special place to leave contributions can be 
found at the “T” intersection on weekends. 
People are rebuilding their homes — and 
those who drive through to view the damage 
make contributions without questioning 
where the funds will be used. 
To get from Rushville to Hamburg — go 
southeast on highway 52 to Andersonville, 
take the Buena Vista road on south, and 
Hamburg is approximately 5 miles south of 
Buena Vista. It’s a nice drive on back country 
roads, and your contribution will be received 
with a hearty “Thank you, VERY much.”

experienced a revival of interest 


as a hobby thanks to the high 
cost of food. 
Some areas have returned to 
wartime practice of allocating 
small garden space to residents 
on 
unused 
municipal 
land. 
Articles extol! the virtues 
of 
home 
gardening, 
telling 
how 
you can raise food in pots on 
the patio. It is good exercise 
and relaxing for the mind, but 
don’t expect to save money. 
Both my mother and father 
grew’ up on farms, and carried 
early interest into their married 
life. 
We 
have 
never 
been 
without a garden, even when 
only small yard space was used. 
As 
children, 
my sister and I 
were given small areas to plant 
and 
tend 
as 
we 
desired, 
a 
practice carried over to the 
grandchildren. 


We enjoyed cultivating such 
unusual crops as peanuts and 
cotton on our private plots, as 
well as enough radishes to feed 
a starving nation. Somehow, I 
never 
had 
much 
success, 
although we continued a garden 
after my marriage. I always 
grew the biggest and best crop 
of the world’s 
most unusual 
bugs 
and worms. If a little 
fertilizer helped, why not a lot 
was my unanswered question, 
even when crops failed. 
Dad always looked forward to 
completion of the column so he

Over the years I had given her 
many gardenia plants, ready to 
bloom, only to have the full 
buds turn brown and fall. We 
had never succeeded in having 
one bloom, until she read a 
book.

INDIANAPOLIS ( U P I ) - 
Less than a million Hoosiers are 
expected to go to the polls May 
7 in an essential prelude to the 
Nov. 5 general election in which 
double that number should vote. 
Both Republican State Chairman 
Thomas S. Milligan and his De­ 
mocratic 
counterpart, 
Will­ 
iam Trixler, expect a lighter- 
than-normal turnout for the pri­ 
maries for a variety of reasons. 
“ People 
are 
moving 
away 
from a strict party identifica­ 
tion,” Milligan believes. “P rim a­ 
ries are party affairs.” 
But primaries are the point in 
the dem ocratic process at which 
all but the final—or next to-final 
—choice is made. Voters May 
7 will pick one of the two p er­ 
sons who will represent them in 
Congress and the state Legisla­ 
ture. These are the two bodies 
in which all of the laws affect­ 
ing them are made. Totals of 
11 congressional seats, 100 state 
House and 25 state Senate seats 
are at take. 
In addition, 
primary 
voters 
pick Republican and D em ocra­ 
tic nominees for most of t h e 
local government officials whose 
wisdom, or lack of it, determ ine 
everything from the number of 
chuckholes their cars fall into 
to the long-range future of their 
community. They nom inate man 
of the judges who review legis­ 
lative and executive actions. 
The primary voters also pick 
the state convention delegates 
who will in June pick the De­ 
mocratic and Republican, nom i­ 
nees for U.S. Senate—the seat 
held by Sen. Birch Bayh, D- 
Ind—and 
for 
four Statehouse 
offices, secretary of state, tre a ­ 
surer, auditor and courts clerk. 
Milligan concedes that the De­ 
mocrats will probably turn out 
more voters than the Republi­ 
cans at the May primary since 
they outnumber the GOP in re­ 
gistration. The GOP this year is 
using a “just us Hoosiers” stress 
in, which Preident N i x o n * s 
troubles and the whole Water­ 
gate phenonomen are factors.

Governor 
Bowen, once the nominees are 
picked and the full battle be­ 


tween tickets headed by Bayh 
and Indianapolis M ayor R ichard

senatorial nominee, is joined. 
Milligan notes that ‘Governor 
Bowen has a, popularity unpar­ 
alleled in recent years w ith 65 
to 70 per cent approval and over 
60 per cent of the D em ocrats 
approving him .” 
While the membership of the 
1975 state legislature may be of 
m ore direct concern to Bowen, 
the highlight of the primary it­ 
self is Congress. 
At present, there are seven 
Republicans and four Democrats 
Milligan is on record as believ­ 
ing the GOP’s best chance to 
pick up a Dem ocrat-held con­ 
gressional district is the 4th, 
while 
the 
D em ocrats 
believe 
the yfaave a good chance of 
gaining the 2nd, 7th and 11th 
from the GOP plus holding their 
four. 
In a congressional district-by- 
district look, the dean of the 
11—Rep. Ray J. M adden, the 
82-year-old representative of the

safely assured of

opponents, but also against the 
survivor in the Republican pri­ 
m ary. 
“ He would win handily even 
if he dropped dead” was the 
way one Lake County observer 
of the political scene put it. 
Madden apparently has no op­ 
ponent of the com petitive level 
he encountered, two years ago 
when state Sen.

“ Streaking 
for w eight

It seem s an odd thought. But 
there are, I suppose, aspects 
of 
the 
new 
fad 
of 
running 
around 
nude 
that 
relate 
to 
weight control. F or it’s tru e that 
running of any kind will use 
up calories. And obviously, the 
better your figure is, the m ore 
'popular your streaking 
m ight 
be. 
But kidding aside, this is one 
•of 
the 
tim es 
of 
year 
when 
people think more about their 
weight. 
Once 
we 
climb 
into 
swim suits or trunks, or all the 
lighter and more revealing wear 
of the late spring and sum m er 
season, our physiques becom e 
dominant to our appearance. 
No more can fine tailoring or 
costum e accents favor you as 
much. You are now wearing 
less. Your figure will speak for 
itself. 
What To Do 
If you are overweight, what 
will you do about it? 
K it’s only a few 'pounds you 
have to lose — say, ten pounds 
— you can do it easily on your 
own. I say “ easily” because the 
procedure is fairly sim ple. But 


no 
weight-reducing 
regimen 
really comes easily — because 
the 
ro o t 
problem, 
of w eight 
control 
actually 
is 
personal 
discipline. 


But you should be able to 
accomplish a reasonable loss of 
weight without the help of your 
physician. The tric k is, strictly,, 
to 
be 
totally 
honest 
with 
yourself about what you have 
been eating, and then to eat 
less. 


I 
don’ 
advise 
eating 
dif­ 
ferently. I suggest you eat less. 
And if you drink, drink less. 
In other words, sm aller portions 
of everything. It should help if 
you broil m ore m eats instead 
of frying. And if you are very 
big on lots of salad dressing, 
take it easier than in. th e past 
when pouring it on. 


Further Ideas 
You can, of course, cut down 
all the so-called visible fats — 
for instance, trimming fat from 
m eat. And you can make sure 


you eat fewer sweets. Overdoing 
candy, cookies, rich cakes with 
icings, sweet rolls or sugar in 
your coffee would be ridiculous 
if you w ant 'to lose weight. But 
otherwise, enjoy the foods you 
like 
and 
just 
eat 
less 
of 
everything w ithout cutting out 
any specific food. 
I have one other suggestion, 
besides 
stepping 
up 
your 
exercise. It is th a t you space 
your 
meals somewhat evenly 
during each day. Do not. if it 
has been your h abit, continue 
to eat little for breakfast, then 
a 
light lunch, 
and finally 
a 
fairly heavy d im e r. T h at is a 
pattern too often found am ong 
overw eight 
p e o p l e . 
Animal 
studies 
suggest 
th ere 
is 
a 
greater tendency to store fat 
in our bodies it we consume 
m ost of our daily food in, one 
m eal.
